HENRY SCHOENEFELD, CONDUCTOR-COMPOSER 

Henry Schoenefeld, the Conductor of the Womans Orchestra of Los 
Angeles, has become one of America’s foremost composers, having won 
not only many of the most sought after prizes in the musical world, in¬ 
cluding the famous N.ordica prize for the best American born composer’s 
song, in which contest he offered “The Song of Love.” He also won the 
distinction of honor in the composition of the “Jubilee Latin Mass” and 
the “Rural Symphony in G Minor” on American subjects, which was a 
prize offered by the National Conservatory of Music in New York. This 
competition was for American born composers only, and was played in 
New York by the Anton Seidl Orchestra, Schoenefeld conducting at 
Seidl’s request. With Parisien judges, Pugno, Piernet, Grassi, and others, 
he was tendered the Henri Marteau Prize offered for piano and violin 
sonata by an American born composer. 

As a conductor of a choral organization he secured the first prize for

the Pacific Coast Turnfest competition of German Singing Societies two 
years ago in Los Angeles, and first prize in Denver, in 1913, at the Na¬ 
tional Sanegerfest of German Singing Societies, where he conducted as 
leader the Male Chorus of our local Turnverein. 

Conductor Schoenefeld’s first musical studies on violin and piano 
were obtained under his father and brother, pupil of Joachim. He was a 
member of the. Milwaukee Symphony when sixteen years old and en¬ 
tered the Leipsic Conservatory at seventeen, his first composition being 
a Latin Mass sung at the Silver Wedding Jubilee of King Albert and 
Queen Carola of Saxony. 

From Leipsic he went to Weimar to study composition, and after re¬ 
turning to America was a member of the Thomas Orchestra and con¬ 
ductor of various, orchestras and choruses in Chicago, Milwaukee and 
Los .Angeles,, having taken charge of the Womans Orchestra at the be¬ 
ginning of this season during the absence of Harley Hamilton in Europe, 
at the earnest solicitation of their entire membership.

OVERTURE TO GOETHE’S “EGMONT” 

^ P r- S > "a .i..Beethoven 

iwr°j es five ' a S t tr ^gedy, “Egmont,” was completed in September, 
1787, and proauced early in tne following year. Beethoven’s incidental 
music was composed m 1809-10 and performed for the first time on May 
/:4, 1810. J. he numbers comprise the overture now played from entr’ 
actes two songs for soprano voice, two orchestral movements—“Clara’s 
Death ^and a ‘Melodrama,” and a finale—“Symphony of Triumph ” 
Several connecting 7 poems, epitomizing the action of the play have 
been written with a view of facilitating the performance of this ’music 
in the concert hall with the assistance of a reader. 

The overture opens with a short introduction in slow tempo, which 
leads up to the main body of the movement—in F minor, Allegro and 
3-4 time, beginning with a scurrying run in the strings, followed by the 
downward-rushing principal theme in the violin-cellos. After a brief 
development of this subject comes the second theme, consisting of 
some impetuous chords for the strings, answered by quieter phrases 
from the wood-winds. The middle section of the movement is very 
short, consisting chiefly of a fragment of the first theme which the solo 
wood-winds sing softly to each other. This' is followed by the usual

recapitulation, substantially a repetition of the first part—with the 
necessary changes of key, and finally concluding with some suppressed 
and long-held chords for the wood-winds. The coda—in F major, 
Allegro con brio and 4-4 time—begins softly with a figure for the violins, 
working up quickly to a mighty climax for the full orchestra, which is 
sustained to the end of the movement. The finale of the work—the 
“Symyphony of Triumph”—is an almost exact repetition of this coda, 
beginning with the climax. 


CONCERTO FOR VIOLIN 
Max Bruch, Born Jan 6, 1838, at Cologne 


No. 1. G Minor, Opus 26. 

The first movement of this fine concerto opens with five preludiary 
measures for the orchestra, after which the solo instrument enters with 
an eloquent recitative, embellished with sundry florid passages. In due 
time this gives way to another melodious motive which serves as the 
second theme. This section is succeeded without halt by the Adagio, 
one of the most romantically beautiful of all violin compositions The 
finale begins with a short modulatory passage by the orchestra, leading 
up to the statement by the solo instrument of the vigorous principal 
theme. This movement is longer and more elaborate than the two 
preceding and with it the concerto is brought to a brilliant climax. 
It was while he was musical director at Coblentz (1865-67) that Bruch 
composed this work which has since remained one of the most effective 
of all virtu'oso pieces, from both the performer’s and the listener’s stand¬ 
points. It is dedicated to the distinguished violinist, Joseph Joachim.
